West German officials know 
the Soviet Union will never 
give the East.Germans a free 
hand anyway. And they insist 
that Moscow and the other big 
powers have a responsibility 
to reunify the country. 

In other Western countries, 
however, there is growing 
belief that the confederation 
idea, pushed by Moscow, 
could at least be explored, 
even if it-means some form of 
recognition of East Germany.

Pilfering Isn't All That Bad 


In Preposterous Viet Economy 


In the Alice-in-Wonderland 
economy of Viet. Nam some 
experts are coming up with 
the view that the pilfering of 
goods shipped into the country 
for sale to American troops is 
not at all a bad thing. * 

“That's one way to get 
goods on the market,” said an 
economist. “And that helps 
put the brakes onthe infla- 
tionary trend.’ 

The trouble is: that local 
businessmen have been hold- 
ing back, goods in already 
overcrowded warehouses until 
consumer’ demand gets high- 
er and higher prices can thus 


be charged. The -crowded 
warehouses have in turn 
caused a shipping problem, 


with vessels unable to unload 
their-cargoes. 


Becoming Critical 


Now American officials in 
Saigon are prodding the Viet- 
namese- government to do 
something about these reluc- 
tant. merchants. Up to now 


the Vietmamese have been 
oath to take a firm line with 
the commercial. community 
but the situation is now 


becoming critical, in the view 
of the Americans. ‘ 

Another - instance of Viet 
Nam’s topsy-turviness is the 
idea that the black market in 
both’ U.S. dollars. and gold is 


beneficial for the economy. 
These smuggling activities are 
described as ‘‘escape valves” 
holding down the pace of the 
inflation, which struck with 
full force last autumn when 
the United States! introduced 
Military Payment Certificates 
(MPCs) in an effort to reduce 
the- amount of dollars freely 
available in Viet Nam.” 

The best thing for. Viet Nam 
would, of course, be a boom 
in- domestic production, That 
is something the future may 
or may not hold. Second best 
fs ~the import’ program, but 
that has not worked. out too 
well, Third—hest,—economists 
admit, and perhaps the most 
realistic is the black market. 

“The black market in dol- 


lars helps the few. with 
.money. Without ft, prices 
would skyrocket and this 


would hurt the majority.” 


Again it- is thought that 
bringing in gold has a healthy 
effeot. It is a form of national . 
wealth as long as the gold is 
kept inside Viet Nam, as 
appears to be happening.

There-is -a— shortage 
of skilled and semi-skilled 
labor; even unskilled Inbor 
has no problem in finding 
work at wages undreamed of 
18 months ago. 

The Americans hoped that 
putting servicemen on MPCs 
(convertible into. piastres at 
the rate of 118 to the dollar) 
would help put the lid on the 
circulation of dollars — on the 
“Green Imperialism” as anti- 
American newspapers’. here 
described the invasion of the 
greembacked doHar last -year. 

Some American . officiads 
were against MPCs at first, 
because it would drive up the 
price of the dollar on the 


black market. It did just that, 
but those officials. now' con 
cede that MPCs had a bene- 
ficial effect. There are-just as 
many dollars floating around 
as there were 18 months ago, 
but, the amount would have 
reached astronomical levels if 
the American troops had free 
access to dollars to peddle. 


Piastres in Demand 


One of the contradictions in 
the Viet Nam economy is that 
with the amount of Viet- 


namese piastres in circulation: 


at an alltime high, there 
is still not only poverty here 
but the government itself is in 
a sense bankrupt. The Viet- 
namese ‘economy is solid only 
as_long- as Uncle Sam_pro- 
vides the foundation. 

But somewhere along the 
line the piastre is in demand, 
In Hong Kong the piastre is 
significantly stronger on the 
legal money exchange than it 
és here in Viet Nam. This is 
one instance — the only one 
that comes to mind — where 
a better exchange rate is not 
available in Hong Kong. 

Someone, say sources here, 
is- buying up piastres in Hong 
Kong. For what reason no one 
seems to know. But it is 
another © intriguing aspect of 
the rather preposterois 
ecnomic scene in Viet Nam.
